Iii or about the year 1848 the writer 
met with Major John Seaborn, whose 
exploits and adventures among the 
Cherokee Indians, in the early settle- 
ment of the noitheni portion of 
Georgia, may be remembered by the 
■arriving pioneers of that period. 

He related tO me many interesting 

incidents connected with Ids life and 

travels among the natives. One of 
these was a hand-to-hand conflict, with 
a powerful Cherokee Indian, the 
details of which I well rememlier. 

"I was," said he, "at the time of 

the occurrence I am about to relate, 
in my 85th year, and in the prime of 
■rigorous manhood. I stood o feel 
i i ■ inches in my stockings, weighed 
190 pounds, and in the games and ath- 
letic SpOrtS Of the limes I had never 

found my matoh: nor was I deficient 
in those traits ol courage and during 

so common, and, I may say, so n 
sary in those perilous times. Possess- 
ing a wild, roving disposition, I had 
left my home In North ( iarolina. having 

no friends or companions in my rain 

hies save a huge brindle dog, a noble 

ami faithful animal, ever ready l<> do 

my bidding, By a peculiar whistle 
between my lingers, I oould call him 
from a great distance, and had taught 

him many useful tricks and perform 
anecN.

Sometimes, however, the. mc 

procedure is very different. The

or — and these last are the bloodies!

The disagreeable features of a 
freight brakeman's life arc chiefly 
those depending upon the weather. 
If he could perform his duties in 
southren California or Florida in 
winter, and in the Northren States in 
summer, his lot would ordinarily be a 
happy one, though the annoyance of 
tramps is almost universal in mild 
climates, and in many cases takes the 
snape of positive danger. These 

bonds persist in riding on or in the 
cars, while the faithful trainman 
must, according to bis instructions, 
keep them off. In some sections of 
the country they will board a train in 
gangs of a dozen, armed with pis- 
tols, and dictate where the train shall 
carry them. 

The hardships of cold and stormy 
weather are serious, both because of 
the test of endurance involved and 
the added difficulties in handling a 
train. The Westinghouse automatic 
air brake, which has served so ad- 
mirably on passaeuger trains for the 
last fifteen years, has only recently 
been adapted and cheapened so as to 
make it available for long freight 
trains, but it is now so perfected that 
in a few- years the brakeman who now 
has to ride on the outside of cars in 
a freezing condition for an hour a! a 
time will be privileged to sit comfort- 
ably in his ca b oo se while the speed of 

the train is governed by the engineer 
through the instantaneous action of 
the air brake. On the steep roads of 
the Rocky mountains, and a few other 
lines, this brake is already in use. 

" BRAKING BY HAND." 

Hut " braking by hand" is still the 
rule. In running on ascending grades 
or at slow speeds the brakemen can 
ride under cover, but in descending 
grades, or on levels when the speed is 
high, they must be on the tops of the 
cars ready (o instantly apply the 
brakes, for the reason that there arc 
generally only three or four men to a 
long train weighing from 600 to 1,000 
tons, whose momentum cannot be 
arrested very quickly. In descending 
Steep grades only the most constant 
and skillful care prevents (he train 
from rushing at breakneck speed to the 
foot of the incline, or to a curve, where 

it would be precipitated over an em- 
bankment and crushed tosplim, 

As s.s.n as (he whole train has 
got beyond the summit, and the speed 

is reduced to a proper rate by the 
application of the brakes on, say, one- 
third or one-half the cars, i( will per- 
haps be found that one or two brakes 
too many have been put on. and that 
the train is running too slowly. Some 
of them must then be loosened. Or 
perhaps some are set so tightly that 
(be friction heats the wheels unduly 
or causes them to slide along the 
track instead of rolling; then those 
brakes must be released and some on 
Other cars applied instead ; and all this 
must be done ( sometimes for an hour) 

when the temperature is 80 degrees 

below zero, or the wind is blov.
